15 Lives Lost In Mayaguez Rescue 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Pentagon says its final 
count of casualties in the battle of Koh Tang Island 
shows 15 servicemen killed, three missing and 50 
wounded, two of them in serious condition. 
About 210 Marines engaged in combat on the island in 
the operation to recover the merchant ship Mayaguez 
and its crew from the Cambodians. A few dozen airmen 
came under fire while flying the helicopters that carried 
the Marines. 
Pentagon spokesman Joseph Laitin said “eyewitness 
accounts’’ indicate little liklihood the three missing men, 
all Marines, are alive. He did not elaborate. 


Savage Storm Kills One At Chicago 


Tornadoes and savage winds pummelled the nation’s 
heatbaked midsection Monday and an arctic storm 
brought footdeep snow and howling winds to portions of 
the West. 
The one-two punch of spring and wintry storms left at 
at least four persons dead and more than a scoreinjured- 


Rampaging thunderstorms brought twisters, hail, 
lightning and heavy rains to much of the Midwest. 
A thunderstorm rumbled across Chicago, leaving at 
least one person dead and more than a half dozen 
injured. 
One Chicago man was electrocuted as he attempted to 
get a storm-downed wire off the room of his neighbor’s 
house. Another man was injured in a Chicago suburb 
when his umbrella was struck by lightning. 


Bayh's Railroad Bill Passes Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Amendments offered by Sen. 
Birch Bayh, D-Ind., including one to spend $700 million 
to hire unemployed workers for railroad repair jobs, 
were approved Tuesday as the Senate 
passed a 
supplemental appropriations bill. 
The $700 million would provide jobs for about 30,000 
workers. 
The appropriations bill also included other Bayh- 
sponsored amendments, including funds for a study of 
railroad track relocation in Lafayette, Ind. 
Bayh had called for the $700 million for track repairs 
around the nation to “forestall any further deterioration 
of the tracks and roadbeds over which our nation’s 
trains 
must 
operate and 
to 
provide 
employment 
opportunities.”

The Soviet Union has just completed the most massive 
naval exercises in its history. This w as a worldwide effort 
involving m ore than 220 ships of all types, coordinated 
from naval headquarters in Moscow. According to some 
reports, the exercises involved sim ulated nuclear attacks 
upon the United States mainland. 


The Pentagon denies this, saying only that the Soviets 
practiced anti-submarine warfare tactics and war games 
against U.S. carrier task forces. 


Regardless of which version is correct, the point driven 
home by this exercise should be that the U.S. naval 
mission of maintaining control of the se a is order to 
protect our vital overseas supply lines has now been 
seriously challenged. 


Not only is Soviet naval might growing in numbers, but 
her system of overseas bases m ay soon be greatly im­ 
proved. One of the world’s most m agnificent natural 
harbors lies at C am Ranh Bay in South Vietnam. The 
Japanese N avy operated from there in World War II. It is 
now in the hands of the Communists, with all of its U.S. 
built installations intact. 


It would be surprising if the Soviets a re not now given 
base rights at C am Ranh Bay for their P a cific Fleet. What 
better way could the Vietnamese C om m un ists show their 
gratitude for the Soviet military support which enabled 
them to win the w ar? A base at Cam R an h would greatly 
improve the Soviet Navy’s access to the Pacific and In­ 
dian Oceans. 


Whatever one m ay think of the SA L T agreem ents, there 
is no slowdown in the arm s race at se a . The U.S. Navy 
needs all the help the taxpayers and the Congress can give 
it.

Denounces ‘No Win Wars’ 
In Speech At Butler U. 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
The United State must never 
again engage in a war that it is 
not prepared to win nor limit 
its armaments during war, Sen. 
Barry Coldwater, R-Ariz., said 
here Sunday afternoon. 
The 1964 Republican presiden­ 
tial nominee, who campaigned 
in 
favor 
of 
using 
nuclear 
weapons in Vietnam as a way 
of ending the war quickly, said 
that U.S. experiences in South­ 
east Asia had shown that a 
limited war can not be won. 
Coldwater spoke to about 500 
graduates at Butler ^Univer­ 
sity’s 
commencement 
exer­ 
cises. 
He said U.S. fears >over the 
prospects 
of 
escalation 
led 
officials to “dream up the naive 
and entirely unrealistic strate­ 
gy of limited war’’ so as not to 
“risk 
the 
use 
of 
nuclear 
weapons.” He added this is no 
time for placing the blame for 
failures of the military policy in 
Southeast Asia, “but is it time 
for some reappraisals of our 


military strategy.” 
“I think our ideals and goals 
are as true as they have ever 
been, 
but 
they 
have 
been 
warped out of shape by the 
spector of the bomb, Goldwater 
said. “If we are to find our way 
out of this dismal swamp, we 
must make some hard deci­ 
sions.” 
He said the U.S. must make 
three resolves: 
'‘First, we must never again 
engage in a war we are not 
prepared to win. If we ever 
again take up arms we must 
accept victory as the only 
alternative. 
“Second, when our national 
survival is at stake, we must be 
prepared to use any weapon 
and use it first. Only when our 
antagonists know that we are 
prepared to do this will a 
genuine detente be achieved. 
“Third, if we are to pursue 
these two objectives, we must 
recover our nuclear and con­ 
ventional superiority. 
If we 
become satisfied with second 


best, we are doomed to a 
steady erosion of our character 
and our country.” 
Goldwater said that too often 
in this country, foreign policies 
are determined by people with 
no experience in the field and 
who may overlook the hard 
“practical fact we are dealing 
with power” 
while 
making 
decisions based on theoretical 
considerations. 


He called for more exchanges 
—not only between the people 
and the government, but also 
among the various committees 
of Congress that deal with 
foreign relations and arm a­ 
ments and the state department 
and the military. He said this 
could help prevent sections of 
the 
governmet 
working 
at 
cross purposes to each other.

Indiana’s boating regulation 
which designates idle speed, no­ 
wake, no-wash areas on state 
waters faces a second test in 
Brown County Circuit Court 
June 9. 
The regulation, called “un­ 
constitutionally vague’ in a 
Monroe County court last 
September, is being tested by a 
Bloomington 
bass fisherman 
who was cited for violating the 
idle speed measure during a 
bass 
tournament 
at 
Lake 
Monroe. 
John Hershman Jr. said his 
attorney will seek to have the 
case dismissed on the same 
basis as a similar case in 
Monroe County last year. 
The court decision said the 
Department of Natural 
Re­ 
sources idle zone regulation 
does not apply equally to all 
persons. 
More recently, Bridges point­ 
ed out “ifs a scientific fact 
that a boat moving through 
water at any speed will make a 
wake.” 
Bridges 
said 
the 
present 
regulation depends “too much 
on the officer’s judgment” in 
determining what is a violation 


and what is not. 
Lt. Kenneth Hauer of the 
department’s enforcement divi­ 
sion at Lake Monroe said the 
regulation will b- enforced until 
it is changed, if it is. 
Hauer said he bases arrests 
on the idle speed. He said a 
straight speed limit would not 
solve the problem either. Hauer 
conceded that arrests are up to 
each officer’s judgment. 
While a county court decision 
is not necessarily binding in 
other counties, attorneys point 
to the decision as a precedent. 
This will be done in Brown 
County.

partment and Indiana’s organ­ 
ized bass fishermen who still 
smart from fishing tournament 
regulations imposed two years 
ago.

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Environmentalists Plead 
Woodman, Spare That Tree 


CO LUM BIA, SC . (U P I) — 
Looming in the center of the 
Congaree Swamp are trees 21 
feet around and more than IOO 
feet tall. 


But the heart of; the 70,000- 
acre swamp in South Carolina’s 
midlands is being logged at the 
rate of 500 to 1,000 acres a 
year, 
and' therein 
lies 
a 
controversy that has escalated 
into an environmental battle. 


Environmentalists 
have 
called for a moratorium on the 
logging and are leading a fight 
to preserve the swamp in its 
present 
state. 
The 
forestry 
industry says that step would 
threaten the forest economy, 
create job losses and reduce 
tax revenues. 
“ The 
area 
is 
significant 
because it’s the last major 
bottomland forest in a near 
pristine condition,” said James 
V. 
Elder, 
president 
of 
the 
Congaree Swamp National Pre­ 
serve Association. 
“ It’s a dinosaur in its own 
right.” 
Nestled along the Congaree 
River about 17 miles southeast 
of here, the Congaree does not 
fit the textbook definition of a 
swamp. While parts are cov­ 
ered by water, much of the 
forest floor is void of heavy 
undergrowth and relatively dry 
except in periods of flooding or 
heavy rain. 
Naturalist John V. Dennis, 
who 
has 
spent 
considerable 
time in the swamp, said its 
preservation is essential to the 
area’s life-support systems. 
Writing in the Sierra Club 
Bulletin, Dennis said, “ When 
silt-laden floodwaters from the 
uplands begin racing toward 
the coast, the river swamp 
fulfills 
its 
most 
important 
function. 
“ It absorbs the overflow like 
a sponge. The swamp is an 
enormous settling basin where 
silt and pollutants are filtered 
out and disposed of to a very 
large degree.” 
The state of South Carolina 
already owns 16,000 acres of the 
swamp. It is a recreational 
area administered by Santee- 
Cooper 
(the 
South 
Carolina 
Public Service Authority). The 
most 
controversial 
area 
in 
question 
encompasses 
14,000 
acres deep in the swamp. The 
tract is owned by the Prank 
Beidler family of Chicago and 
is leased to a hunt club. 
Preservationists fear the log­ 
ging 
now 
going 
on 
will 
eventually destroy the unique­ 
ness of the swamp. 
“ Some 11,000 acres must look 
almost about the same as did 
bottomland forests at the time 
of Columbus,” said Dennis. 
The swamp is thick with 
giant 
loblolly 
pines, 
bald 
cypress, water tupelo and other 
trees with no match for their 
size. 
The National Park Service 
studied 21,000 acres, including 
the Beidler tract, in 1963 and 
recommended 
the 
area 
be 
made 
into a 
national 
park 
preserve, and it agreed last 
December to study the entire 
swamp. The study, which has 
not yet begun, is expected to 
take 
18 
to 
24 
months 
to 
complete. 
“ The 70,000 acres should not 
cloud the importance of the 
Beidler 
tract,” 
said 
Elder. 
“ The Beidler tract does not 
need further study. The area 
could be ruined by then.” 
Elder and other preservation­ 
ists have urged 
the state’s 
congressional delegation to ask 
the Park Service to expedite 
the study 
and 
to 
introduce 
legislation immediately to pre­ 
serve the 21,000 acres already 
studied by the Park Service. 
No state official has taken a 
firm stand on the issue, but 
John Tiller, head of the state 
Forestry Commission, said he 
would like to see the swamp 
managed from a multiple use 
standpoint, indicating he favors 
selective cutting of trees. 
Active 
opposition 
to 
the 
preservationists has come from 
the South Carolina 
Forestry 
Association and Marion Burn­ 
side, a Columbia auto dealer 
whose Cedar Creek Hunt Club 
leases 
and 
maintains 
the 
Beidler tract. 
W. Morris Morgan, president 
of the forestry group, said in a 
recent letter mailed to some 
7,000 persons interested in the 
swamp, that the association’s 
board of directors will oppose 
government condemnation of 
private property to create the 
preserve. 
“ It (the association) agrees 
there is merit in setting aside a 
portion of the unique natural 
area 
for 
public 
use 
and 
scientific study, but only if a 


landowner is willing to sell such 
property,” he said. 
Burnside said the Beidlers do 
not want to sell the land but 
have agreed to spare the trees. 
Robert R. Scott, executive 
vica. Dresident of the forestry 
association, said the swamp is 
being maintained “ in as pris­ 
tine an environment now as it 
would be as a national park.” 
Noting 
that 
me 
forestry 
industry is the third largest in 
the state, Scott maintained that 


“ in the Congaree area alone, 
3,200 people earn at least part 
of their livelihoods from the 
timber harvested in the Con­ 
garee Swamp.”

At 87, He’s Still a Candidate

Perennial candidate Ju lian 
Hickok has been promoting his 
personal answer to inflation, 
recession and poverty 
since 
before the Depression. Voters 
have hardly swarmed to his 
door, but he’s out trying again. 


His first attempt at public 
office came 50 years ago when 
he 
made 
an 
unsuccessful 
attempt to become governor. 
He was out again in 1971 trying 
to shoo in the voters. 


Today, at 87, he’s running for 
public office once again. 
“ I ran four years ago for 
councilman-at-large,” he said. 
“ But the city committee did not 
want to accept me because I 
was too old. I was 83. I don’t 
think I was too old then, or that 
I’m too old now. Whether I get 
the election or not, I ’m really 
trying 
to 
get 
the 
message 
across.” 


Hickok keeps up a frenetic 
pace of speeches, luncheons 
and volunteer work. 
“ I don’t smoke and I don’t 
drink,” he said. “ I take normal 
care of myself and I just live a 
normal 
life —and 
I 
try 
to 
promote this idea.” 
Now 
he’s 
a 
Republican 
candidate in Tuesday’s primary 
for City Council, again promot­ 
ing what he calls the solution to 
the 
problems 
of 
inflation, 
recession and poverty —change 
the tax structure.. 
“ The nation will crumble like 
the Roman Empire if the tax 
system is not changed,” said 
Hickok. “ There will be chaos if 
we don’t find a new economic 
system. Inflation will go on and 
on until the economy collap­ 
ses.” 
Hickok, 
a 
retired 
school 
teacher, author and politician, 
proposes a single tax —on land. 
“ In 1911, when I graduated 
Cornell University, I was struck 
in my home town of Pough­ 
keepsie, N Y., with the realiza­ 
tion that there were very Door 
and very rich,” Hickok said. “ I 
looked into all possible angles. I 
looked 
at 
unions, socialism. 
Then I heard about the single­ 
tax program.” 
Hickok said land prices cause 
the ups 
and 
downs 
in 
the 
economy. If land prices are 
controlled through taxation, the 
economy would be stable, he 
said, and no other taxes would 
be needed. 
All land should be assessed 
equitably, 
regardless of 
im­ 
provements, said Hickok. Any 
construction —homes or busi­ 
nesses —should be assessed at 
no more than its original cost, 
allowing for depreciation. 
“ Many tracts of vacant land 
ale 
worth 
more 
than 
ever 
before,” Hickok said. “ That is 
due 
to 
factors 
such 
as 
population growth and inflation 
rather than the owners’ efforts. 
Assess the land at the true 
market price and you will stop 
land speculation, reduce prices 
and promote improvements on 
the land.” 
The 
voters, 
however, 
will 
decide whether they’re ready — 
after 
50 
years 
—to 
give 
Hickok’s theory a whirl.

Up to now, breeding for re 
sistance to stored grain insects 
has not been attempted.
